Abstract 

A total of 25 species based on 629 specimens is recorded front main land of southern 
Korea and the Cheju Island. One new species, Andrena ( Micrandrena ) chirisana is 
described, and fourteen species are newly recorded front Korea. 

INTRODUCTION 

In this paper, we report 24 species of Andrena and 1 species of Panurginus based on 629 specimens (261 
females and 368 males) front southern Korea including Cheju Island. The material was collected by the 
South Korea survey in 1990 (the Cheju Island) and 1991 (main land of southern Korea) under the 
Korea-Japan Co-operative Science Program. Among them 1 species was collected front the Cheju 
Island and 24 species were from main land of southern Korea. We describe one new species, Andrena 
(Micrandrena) chiriana, and newly record fourteen species from Korea. 

Before going further we express our sincere thanks to Prof. K. Morinroto and Prof. T. Saigusa of 
Kyushu University for their collecting many specimens. We are also thankful to Director Curator Mr.

This species is similar to Andrena komachi Hiiashima and Andrena mzmakatai Tadauchi, and also 
similar to the European Andrena alfkenelloides Warncke. But it is separable from A. komachi and A. 
munakatai by the process of labrum smaller and not rectangular, the mesoscutum with sparser and 
smaller punctures, the metasomal tergum 1 very weakly tessellate, impunctate anteriorly, shiny and 
smooth posteriorly, and the posterior depressions of the metasomal terga 2-4 wide, almost smooth and 
shiny. It is also separated from A. alfkenelloides by the head without blackish hairs, and the propodeal 
enclosure more wrinkled. 

Female. Length 6.5-7.0 mm. 

Integumental color : Flagellar segments beneath 3-10 blackish brown; posterior margins of metas¬ 
omal terga narrowly brownish subhyaline. 

Pubescence : Hairs on head and thorax short, on head whitish, on vertex and thorax dull whitish, 
without brown ones; facial fovea brownish above, paler below; metasomal tergum 1 with very sparse, 
short, whitish hairs, only laterally, posterior margins of metasomal terga 2-3 with lateral fringes of dense, 
appressed, white hairs; metasomal sterna with dense, white fringe s;caudal fimbria pale brownish. 

Structure : Process of labrum small, slightly round apically, not rectangular; clypeus strongly con- 
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vex, weekly tessellate, scattered with weak punctures; facial fovea with upper end occupying slightly less 
than one half of postocellar distance, with lower end reaching basal margin of clypeus; facial fovea not 
separated from eye margin by a wide shiny space; genal area narrower than eye seen in profile; mesoscu- 
tum very weakly tessellate and shiny with small, sparse punctures; scutellum nearly smooth, shiny; 
propodeal enclosure large, well indicated, strongly wrinkled all over; mesepisternum shagreened anteri¬ 
orly, densely tessellate posteriorly; metasomal tergum 1 very weakly tesselate, impunctate anteriorly, 
smooth and shiny posteriorly; terga 2 and following terga very weakly tessellate; posterior depressions of 
terga 2-4 wide, smooth and shiny.
